Bloomkietd  Jan.  25th  1375. 

Mu.  Lyon — I  have  read  your  recent 
articles  ou  "loicn  Affair*"  with  aiuch  m- 
teredt.  Ycfu  take  up  this  subject  like  n 
pttriotic  citizen  and  treat  it  with  manly 
independence  and  good  judgment.  I  con¬ 
fess  I  have  admired  the  out  spoken  and 
earnest  course  the  Gazette  has  uniformly 
t  tken  and  it  is,  I  think  winning  favor  more 
and  more.  The  more  intelligent  and 
thoughtful  citizens  will  stand  by  you.  I 
seldom  meet  with  the  “Milk  and  Water” 
p  iper  published  chiefly  under  the  patron¬ 
age  of  a  sectional  neighborhood  in  Bloom¬ 
field,  uiiti  1  presume  those  who  at  first 
favored  it  arc  growing  tired  of  it,  for  they 
are  expressing  wishes  that  there  might 
be  but  one  p«per  i  1  onr  village.  The  non 
committal,  Wait-awhile  hesitation  of  that 
paper  won’t  do  for  honest  and  progressive 
Americans.  Its  feeble  capacity  i*  no  more 
adapted  to  the  credit  and  taste  ot  our 
cultured  society  than  its  pu  ill.ammity  is 
calculated  to  sustain  our  laudable  pride 
and  command  our  respect. 

Your  last  week's  article  on  the  subject  of 
Roads  haa  touched  the  right  key.  Qur 
village  cannot  prosper  without  good  roads, 
good  sidewalks,  good  school,  Ac.  The 
kind  ot  roads  that  suited  the  wants  of  a 
sparse  population  in  the  days  of  our  grand 
f-itber*.  and  which  may  Hhve  been  regard, 
ed  as  ’  good”  then,  would  not  come  up 
to  modern  ideas,  but  would  probably 
now  be  deemed  “horrid.”

OUR  PUBLIC  ROADS. 

Mr.  Editor:  For  one,  I  am  grat-tul  to 
you  tor  calling  public  attention  to  the  road 
question  again.  We  want  one,  and  per^1 
haps  two  hard  roads  in  Montclair,  running 
north  and  south;  but  I  suppose  the  people 
would  be  well  satisfied  with  one  this  year. 
I  understand  we  already  have  a  law  under 
which  it  can  be  constructed,  and  I  believe 
some  steps  have  been  taken  already.  It 
has  l>een  proposed  to  Telfordize  Valk-y 
Road,  south  of  Bloomfield  Avenue,  first. 
This  would  fie  a  good  commencement  ,  but 
it9hould^>e  extended  northward  to  the 
northern  limits  of  the  town. 

You  very  properly  9ny  it  should  be  made 
at  the  expense  of  the  town.  This  is  but 
just.  It  would  be  central,  and  all  the  prop 
ertie?  in  the  town  would  share  in  the  gen¬ 
eral  appreciation  ot  values  which  would 
immediately  affect  all  by  an  advance  far 
exceeding  the  cost  of  construction.  It 
would,  undoubted!  v,  be  an  accommodation 
to  all  parts  of  the  town  ;  so  that  I  cannot 
sec  why  the  expense  should  not  be  borne 
by  all  the  town.  Besides,  it  is  not  certai 
that  a  sufficient  number  of  landholders  o 
any  one  line  would  be  found  willing  to  as 
for  a  Telford  road  if  a  considerable  part  of 
the  cost  of  it  is  to  fall  upon  them  alone. 
In  addition  to  this,  I  desire  !to  submit  the 
view,  that  it  should  be  under  the  wise  di¬ 
rection  of  the  Town  Committee  to  desig¬ 
nate  which  line  is  to  be  first  made,  an  1  to 
order  other^  from  time  to  time,  so  as  to  dis¬ 
tribute  the  advantagecquitably  as  possible, 
and  to  enforce  the  faithful  construction  of 
them.  I  hope  our  Town  Committee  will 
show  their  zeal  to  inaugurate  this  grand 
improvement  as  so  m  as  the  open  til  spring 
will  render  it  expedient.
